I have talked with the introducer of the bill
and I have talked with the chairman and the counsel of the
committee to try to become a little more informed as to why
we needed th1s b111 and to bring myself up to date to make
sure I am talking about the right bill. I believe this 1s
for the continuing education for funeral home d1rectors and
embalmers to require for relicensure sixteen hours of con­
t1nuing education as a mandatory process. I have a couple
of problems with the bill but one of the main problems I
had is why do we have to do this and it was pointed out
to me under the licenses, professional and occupational,
that we have to have this put in by state statute. So
